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Sleepwalk 
wife died 
in fall on 
staircase 

A HOUSEWIFE known to 
suffer from sleepwalking 
was found by her husband 
dead at the bottom of their 
staircase, an inquest heard. 

The family of Jane Robin¬ 
son believe she fell down the 
stairs in the middle of the 
night. 

Despite efforts by her hus¬ 
band Neil to rouse her, Mrs 
Robinson, aged 51, died in 
the fall at their home in 
Stourbridge on March 9. She 
suffered fractures to her 
head. 

Black Country deputy 
coroner Dr Andrew Thomp¬ 
son ruled at the inquest 
that Mrs Robinson died as a 
result of an accident. 

Mr Robinson, who works 
as a metal polisher, giving 
evidence at the hearing, said 
the couple who lived at 
Churchward Close, Amble- 
cote, enjoyed a normal night 
after he had got back from 
work and had some drinks. 

He said he thought she 
seemed a little “stressed 
out” adding: “She was toss¬ 
ing and turning for a bit” 
after they had gone to bed. 

Mr Robinson, aged 49, 
said: “When I got up and put 
the landing light on I saw 
her. I was unable to raise 
her, she was stone cold.” 

In giving his verdict Dr 
Thompson said there was no 
evidence that the alcohol in 
her system had contributed 
to her death. 

New phase 
on link road 

THE next stage of work to 
build a new road and round¬ 
about linking three of the 
Dudley’s biggest tourist 
attractions is under way. 

It follows the completion of 
a new junction providing 
access to the Dudley Zoo, the 
Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Canal

In October work was com¬ 
pleted on the first stage of the 
project - a new £450,000 junc¬ 
tion, near the new archives 
centre, off Tipton Road.

SUPERMARKET Morrisons has been given permission to 
build a new multi-million pound store in Kingswinford, 
which will create almost 90 new jobs.

Plans for the supermarket came before 
Dudley Borough Council’s planning development committee on Monday and met with 
unanimous approval. Councillor Stuart Turner said: “The car park there now is too small 
and this new supermarket would be an asset to the area.” 

Councillor Colin Wilson added, a note of caution, saying: “With all these applications 
for supermarkets, you’d think the population of Dudley was starving. 

“I do hope all these places have done their sums and are sustainable. 


Parking ban 
trial to cut 
traffic jams 

PARKING and waiting restrictions will 
come into force on Brierley Hill High Street 
as part of a congestion-busting multi-mil¬ 
lion pound scheme. 

A trial to cut traffic in the town centre 
starts this weekend, marking the final stage 
of £27 million road scheme aimed at boost¬ 
ing trade and cutting traffic jams. 

Traders have long campaigned for bays to 
stop people parking on double yellow lines 
and stopping buses and lorries using the 
busy high street. 

Four new bays allowing people to park up 
along the street will be introduced on Sun¬ 
day. Four separate disabled parking areas 
will also be created near Brierley Hill Police 
Station. 

A full parking ban will be introduced 
down the opposite length of the street 
accessing Brierley Hill Library and the 
indoor market. Loading space for goods lor¬ 
ries delivering to the stores will also be cre¬ 
ated. 

If the trial is a success, it will be made 
permanent. 

The £100,000 project is the final stage of 
the wider £27m project creating the Venture 
Way parallel bypass which began six years 
ago. 

Chairman of Brierley Hill Traders Asso¬ 
ciation, Shane Birch-Bastock, welcomed the 
news. 


“Irrespective of that, this is a first-class 
application.” 

The development comes after budget 
supermarket chain Lidl announced plans to 
create a new store just yards away from 
Morrisons, promising another 40 jobs. 

The Morrisons supermarket would fea¬ 
ture a 12-pump petrol station and 407 
space car park. 

Plans had come to the council in May last 
year but were delayed because of talks over 
access to the site. 

These were cleared up, however, after the 
original proposal was resubmitted with a 
traffic light junction into Stallings Lane. 
This gained the approval of council plan¬ 
ners who then sent it on to the council’s 
planning development committee. 

Significant 

The planning report said: “The proposal 
would generate a significant number of 
new jobs and economic benefits to Dudley, 
the Black Country and the West Midlands 
as a whole at a time of high unemploy¬ 
ment.” 

The supermarket would be 247 feet from 
homes in Hawkeswell Drive and Avondale 
Close and would be open from 7am until 
11pm Monday to Saturday and 10am until 
4pm on Sundays. Deliveries, however, 
would take place between 6am and 11pm 
daily. 

There had been concern that the larger 
store may make life more difficult for the 
nearby Kingswinford town centre but 
council planners found this would be small. 

They said the likely impact on the town 
centre would be a loss of £0.07 million. 

They added: “It has been shown that the 
centre is currently trading above company 
average levels. 

“The level of impact would not have a 
harmful effect on the performance of the 
centre.”

This came despite a public 
announcement by Dudley 
Council saying the move has 
the support of both political 
party group leaders at the 
council at the time. 

But now a working party 
of councillors has drawn up 
criteria to honour people 
who make an “eminent con¬ 
tribution to the life of the 
borough” in a bid to recog¬ 
nise the stand-up comic and 
actor. 

He said the Conservative 
group would discuss the 
issue further on Thursday 
ahead of the full council. 

Under the newly estab¬ 
lished criteria, personalities 
in the world of entertain¬ 
ment, culture, medicine, 
sports, public services, sci¬ 
ences, social care and the 
economy can now be 
awarded the traditional 
scroll signifying the Free¬ 
dom of the Borough.

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Trial move to beat illegal fishing 


ANGLERS have been fishing ille¬ 
gally in a pool at a popular park - 
prompting bosses to trial all year 
round opening to combat them. 

Extra security has been drafted in 
at Himley Park, on the border of 
Dudley and South Staffordshire, to 
protect the water at night and pre¬ 
vent the theft of fish during the 
closed season. 

Now the council, which runs the 
site, is taking steps to stop the illegal 


activity by keeping the Great Pool 
open to anglers all year round on a 
trial basis. 

The closed season normally runs 
from mid-March to mid-June to 
allow fish stocks to be replenished. 

But bosses hope the move will 
stop illegal fishing by increasing the 
amount of the time the pool is open. 

The council said they would 
assess the impact of the extended 
fishing time before make a decision 


on whether to make the move per¬ 
manent. 

The council spent £1,404 on addi¬ 
tional security last year, Dudley’s 
environment chief Councillor Tracy 
Wood said. 

She added: “The enforced closed 
season at Himley Park appears to be 
encouraging illegal angling on the 
lake by people using inappropriate 
equipment, thus harming the health 
of the fish. “This problem is exacer¬ 


bated at night when there are no 
duty wardens on site and no night 
time fishing syndicate members on 
site and issues regarding the theft of 
high value specimen fish have arisen 
at night time during the closed sea¬ 
son. 

“This issue was considered prob¬ 
lematic enough in 2012 that a secu¬ 
rity company was temporarily 
contracted to prevent illegal fishing 
and fish theft.” 


Driver who fell asleep

A PENSIONER who went out for a drive to 
help him sleep promptly nodded off at the 
wheel and caused the death of a man in a 
road smash, a court heard. 

Michael Worrall admitted causing death by dangerous 
driving when he appeared at Wolverhampton Crown Court.

Prosecuting, Mohammed 
Hafeez, said Worrall had 
been suffering from ill- 
health and was taking med¬ 
ication. 

“In essence the defendant 
fell asleep at the wheel hav¬ 
ing not slept for a number of 
nights,” he added. 

“He decided to take the 
car out to assist him in 
sleeping as driving helps 
him sleep.” 

Collision 

Worrall, of Withern Way, 
Lower Gornal, was then 
involved in a two-car colli¬ 
sion in Stallings Lane at 
around 5am on February 27. 

A blue Vauxhall Astra, 
which Worrall was driving, 
crashed with a red Renault 
Megane. 

Mr Harris was found in 
cardiac arrest and was taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital, 
where he later died. 

In court Worrall spoke 
only to confirm his name 
and plead guilty to the 
charge. 

Tributes were made to Mr 
Harris, aged 56 and of 
Abberley Road, Lower Gor¬ 
nal, after his death. 

Worrall will be sentenced 
on March 8 at the same 
court after a pre-sentence 
report has been compiled. 
He was told to co-operate 
with probation services as 
part of his bail conditions. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
also gave him an immediate 
interim disqualification 
from driving.

“It was intended that the 
high quality services and 
extended opening times at 
Kates Hill would attract a 
higher number of patients 
than has been the case. This 
means it is no longer viable to 
continue running the serv¬ 
ice.” 

“We are working closely 
with the surgery team to 
make sure that all the 
patients registered with Kates 
Hill Surgery are supported to 
register with an alternative 
practice

Inside pictures are latest 
weapon in theatre battle 


FROM the fly tower used to hoist 
scenery into place to the art deco 
coving and dressing rooms once 
graced by stars of the stage - a 
display of pictures of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome are the latest campaign 
weapon supporters hope will save the 
venue from demolition. 

Campaigners fighting to save Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome photographed the historical features in the 
threatened building to get people to back their 
fight to stop the theatre being levelled. 

Council officers have already submitted plans 
to knock down the council-owned former theatre 
to make way for the major Castle Hill develop¬ 
ment. But The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome say 
the 1930s building should be saved and restored 
to welcome the biggest stars of the stage. 

The building has been empty since 2009 when 
Gala Bingo shut. 

Around 30 people attended a public meeting 
held at The Station Hotel when the images, taken 
by campaigner Dr Paul Collins, were put on show 
for the first time. 

The images show the intact fly tower which has 
more than 20 hoists to change the scenery and 
move equipment during a production. 

Acoustics 

The collection also shows the architectural fea¬ 
tures of the ceilings and walls to enhance 
acoustics, the art deco fixtures and fittings and 
even two dressing rooms with doors that still bear 
the names Moscow and Madrid - a tradition in 
theatres. 

Dr Collins said: “This is a solid steel structured 
building, it is very much fit for purpose. And, 
although some of the bingo areas have been van¬ 
dalised, a lot of that is only cosmetic.” 

Chairman of the group Geoff Fitzpatrick said: 
“The thing is many people just think of the hippo¬ 
drome as a bingo hall. They don’t realise there are 
all these wonderful features hidden inside. People 
have forgotten. 

“With these images I hope we can show people 
what it is like, and remind them of the fantastic 
features which are hidden away.” 

Campaigner Joanna Roden said the group was 
hoping to preserve the future of the building. 

She said: “It’s not about the past anymore, this 
is all about the future, about how the hippodrome 
could work, and benefit Dudley. 

“We have the Black Country Living Museum 
and the zoo that people visit during the day, if we 
reopened the theatre it would boost our evening 
economy. We could start offering tourist packages 
to Dudley.”

YOU may not know it, but you have 
probably seen supermarket worker 
John Walker dozens, maybe hundreds 
of times - and not necessarily from 
behind the deli counter at the Dudley

appearances over 14 years in 200 shows. 

Whether it is playing a patient in Casualty, a 
crime officer in Midsomer Murders or a rioter in 
The Bill, John says he has played more characters 
than he can remember. 

Most of the time, he is simply a face in the crowd 
or background, dressed up and asked to play out 
the role of a drinker in a pub in teen soap Hol- 
lyoaks; a Victorian man at the races in The Invis¬ 
ible Woman or an office worker in CBBCs Bert and 
Dickie. 

But as well as being a backgrounder, he is also 
picked to play characters or act as a double for 
another actor. 

He played Thomas Dent, a murderer in the ITV 
show the Killers; Great Train Robber Jimmy 
White in ITV drama Mrs Biggs and Professor 
Lennox in CBBCs Wizards vs Aliens. 

He has also acted at Ewen Bremner’s double on 
in shows, including Great Expectations, where he 
stops a fight between two other characters, played 
by Robbie Coltrane and Tamzin Outhwaite. 

Counter 

A world away from his job behind the counter at 
Tesco Extra, Burnt Tree in Dudley, Mr Walker will 
pick up between £80 and £280 a day for his screen 
roles. 

This has not only lined his pockets, but it has 
also seen him find romance - meeting his fiancee 
Neilum Raqia, aged 36, on the set of daytime show 
Doctors nearly five years ago. 

“My role was to say to my wife, ‘Joanne, she is 
here talking to Victor’”, he said. “While saying it I 
looked off camera and saw the most beautiful 
woman I’d ever seen. I said the line a number of 
times and kept looking at her - straight away off 
screen we hit it off instantly.” 

The couple, who live in Holly Road, Dudley, and 
are set to marry this November, now combine 
their work as extras on television, and have 
appeared together on Misfits, Gavin and Stacey 
and Casualty. 

The acting work all started for John when he 
spotted an advert to become an extra for a Doctor 
Who spin-off show for video called Auton 2 in

“You are not supposed to appear on rival soaps, 
but I did it - I was the doctor on Coronation 
Street, Emmerdale and Hollyoaks all in the same 
week.

“It’s a great chance to get away from real life, 
have some fun and see some of the stars. 

“Most were great, some not so, but I wouldn’t 
want to name names.”

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A need for 
950 foster 
families 

AT least 950 new foster fam¬ 
ilies are needed in the West 
Midlands in 2013 to look 
after children in care, 
according to new figures. 

A record 8,500 children 
live with foster families in 
the region on any day, and 
more come in and out of care 
throughout the year. 

More foster families are 
needed to replace those 
people who retire or leave 
the workforce every year - 
13 per cent, or more than 
one in eight people. 

The scale of the challenge 
facing fostering services was 
today laid bare by figures 
released by the charity The 
Fostering Network. 

Without new families, the 
charity warns, too many 
children will fail to get the 
care they need. 

Some will live in chil¬

Coach driver, 50, is jailed

A COACH driver who caused a crash on 
the M5 killing two people and injuring 
dozens more has started a six-year jail 
sentence. 

Jasminder Singh Dhesi, from Great 
Barr, had been drinking high-strength 
lager hours before his unroadworthy 
coach broke down three times in foggy 
conditions on the motorway, where it 
was struck by a lorry at 54mph. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard the 
50-year-old failed a breath test after the 
crash, which claimed the lives of coach 
passenger Liaquat Ali and the lorry’s 


driver William Mapstone. Dhesi was 
later below the drink-drive limit when 
a second sample was taken at a police 
station. 

Mr Ali, from Smethwick, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene, between 
junction three for Halesowen and four 
for Lydiate Ash on March 24 last year. 
Mr Mapstone, from Wells in Somerset, 
died in hospital. 

Last week’s hearing was told Dhesi 
was fined for drink-driving 12 years ago 
after falling asleep and crashing a bus. 
Passing sentence, Judge Michael 


over killer crash 

Chambers QC expressed concern as to 
whether Dhesi, of Nether Hall Avenue, 
was remorseful for his actions. 

He told the father-of-two, who 
pleaded guilty to causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving, that the fatal accident 
had been avoidable. The court heard 
Dhesi was driving a party of more than 
30 fruit-packers from Birmingham to 
Evesham. The judge, who also imposed 
a four-year driving ban, told the coach 
driver: “At the root of the present case 
is a serious loss of judgment. Alcohol 
impairs judgment. ” 



Family tribute to wonderful 
husband, father and brother 



THE family of a Black Country man killed in a 
motorway crash have paid tribute to a “won¬ 
derful, husband, father and brother” after the 
man responsible for the tragedy started a six- 
year jail sentence. 

Father-of-three Liaquat Ali was killed when a lorry hit 
the back of the broken-down coach in which he was a pas¬ 
senger. 

Speaking after Great Barr coach driver Jasminder 
Singh Dhesi was jailed after admitting responsibility for 
the fatal crash, relatives spoke of their devastation. 

Solicitor Katijah Ahmed read out a statement on 
behalf of Mr Ali’s wife, Fozia Shaheen, and his brother, 
Ashfaq Ahmed, who was also a passenger in the coach but 
survived the crash. 

It said: “We have been through a tragic ordeal over the 
last 11 months. 

“Liaquat was a wonderful husband, father and brother 
who doted over his three young children. 

“Whilst we are relieved that justice has been served. 
We will never be able to overcome our loss. For Fozia, in 
particular, her world ended on the morning of March 24, 
2012. 

“The family would like to thank everyone who has sup¬ 
ported them through this difficult time. The fight 
however is not over as the family so lovingly supported, 
continue to struggle without him.” 

Dhesi had been drinking high-strength lager hours 
before his coach broke down three times in foggy condi¬ 
tions on the M5. It was struck by a lorry travelling at 
54mph between Junction three for Halesowen and four 


for Lydiate Ash. The lorry’s driver William Mapstone, 
from Somerset, later died in hospital. 

Prosecutor Mr Neil Bannister told the court the single¬ 
decker coach had twice pulled over on to the hard shoul¬ 
der of the M5 due to a fuel supply problem. Despite 
travelling for less than a mile after joining the M5 near 
Halesowen, the 19-year-old coach broke down for a third 
time near a footbridge on a stretch of carriageway with 
no hard shoulder at 6.07am. 

Several vehicles, including a crane and another lorry, 
were forced to take avoiding action before Mr Mapstone’s 
lorry struck, travelling at 54mph, struck the stranded 
coach at 6.17am. 

Relatives 

Defence counsel Mr Raglan Ashton said that Dhesi was 
a hard-working family man who was trying to drive to the 
nearby service station. 

Relatives of Mr Mapstone were also at court to see 
Dhesi jailed. 

Speaking after the hearing, Mr Mapstone’s son-in-law, 
Kai Mar kail, said: “The family would like to express their 
thanks to all of the emergency services and those that 
were involved on the day of this tragedy, who all worked 
tirelessly to minimise everyone’s loss. 

“Special thanks go to the family liaison officers who 
have helped provide the answers to all the painful ques¬ 
tions we all wish to know when going through this 
unimaginable pain. 

“William, dad, grandad, Bill Mapstone, leaves behind a 
loving wife, four beautiful children who in turn provided 
him with 14 heartbroken grandchildren. 


“The loss of life and pain felt by the Mapstone family 
can never be measured in the sentence passed. 

“The family can only hope that from this tragedy 
others will learn that your actions and choices in life can 
seriously affect others.” Giving a message to other 
drivers, Mr Markall added: “If in trouble, call for help. 
Better to be late than to never arrive. 

“Hopefully today is closure for the family but please 
feel our pain. Please share our loss. Drive safely, arrive 
late.” 

Commenting after the case, Rukshsana Mohammed, 
from West Midlands Crown Prosecution Service, said: 
“Jasminder Dhesi was an experienced driver who was 
employed to ferry workers to a food packaging plant in 
Evesham, Worcestershire. It was his duty to ensure that 
the vehicle he was using was roadworthy and in a suit¬ 
able condition to be used on the public road network. 

“Any prudent driver would have been aware that to 
continue driving a faulty vehicle on to the motorway was 
dangerous and instead they should have stopped and 
sought assistance. However, Dhesi made a grave decision 
to continue the journey.” 

Insp Mark Watkins, from the regional Collision Inves¬ 
tigation Unit, said: “Jasminder Dhesi made a fatal error 
when he took a coach full people onto the motorway 
knowing there were serious mechanical faults on the 
vehicle. 

“His criminal error of judgement in going on to the M5 
in thick fog led to the inevitable loss of two lives, caused 
a man to remain in hospital to this day, and left 39 others 
with injuries.”

Care home is failing to 
hit standards, says study 


A CARE home failed to meet four 
essential standards for its resi¬ 
dents - despite healthcare 
inspectors ordering improve¬ 
ments to be made, according to a 
new report. 

Coach House Nursing Home in Broome, 
near Stourbridge, was told to improve in five 
key areas following an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission in June last year. 

But an unannounced visit by the body in 
December found the home was only meeting 
one of the highlighted essential standards, 
and failing the other four. 

A CQC report reveals that inspectors 
found the home had failed to ensure people 
received safe and appropriate care that met 
their needs and rights and that people were 
not given medicines they needed when they 
needed them. 

Other problem areas related to staff not 
being probably trained and supervised and a 
lack of quality checking systems in place. 

A spokesman for the home, who did not 
want to be named, said improvements had 
been made since the latest inspection. 

“We have moved forward since this,” he 
added. 

Worcestershire County Council’s director 
of adult and community services, Eddie 
Clarke, said: “We work closely with, and 
support, care providers and have processes 
in place to bring about improvements in 
services as necessary. The county council is 
working closely with this provider to bring 
about the necessary improvements.”

£68,000 budget is set 
to upgrade crematorium 


Councillor Cath Hartley, vice chairman of Centro, and National Express

THOUSANDS of pounds will be 
spent on renovation work to 
upgrade Stourbridge Cremato¬ 
rium. 

Dudley Council plans to upgrade the 
equipment and refurbish the chapel. 

The council’s cabinet has agreed to set 
aside a budget of £68,000 for the improve¬ 
ment project at the site off South Road. 

A report by chief executive John Poly- 
chronakis says: “A number of improvements 
are that the facility complies with legislative 
and technical requirement and meets cus¬ 
tomer expectations. 

“Improvement works are proposed to the 
cremators and the catafalque to bring them 
up to industry standards as well as other 
improvements to the chapel, which will 
increase standards of comfort and appear¬ 
ance for visitors.” 

Stourbridge Crematorium was opened in 
1960 within the grounds of Stourbridge 
Cemetery. 

The original chapel dates back more than 
a hundred years. 

In 2010 the crematorium was fitted with 
a new furnace. Security devices costing 
£25,000 were also fitted at the site after it 
was hit by a spate of vandalism and thefts. 

Last October, the council completed a 
flmillion scheme to replace outdated facili¬ 
ties at Gornal Wood Cemetery and Cremato¬ 
rium, in Chase Road. 


Pub is left empty again 

A ONCE popular Kinver pub is again without 
a landlord - after the last one left after just a 
few weeks. Ashton Keating arrived last 
November after The Vine Inn had been 
closed for almost a year. 

Just before Christmas he departed leaving 
the Dunsley Road pub empty again. Bob 
Clarke, of Jenks Avenue, said: “It’s really sad 
to see it like that. It used to be a really 
popular place.” 

In January 2010 brothers Mark and 
Darren Payton reopened it but left just before 
Christmas 2011 when a water leak closed it. 


EIGHT new buses connecting a hos¬ 
pital with two town centres have 
been launched as part of a £1.5 
million investment. 

The National Express West Mid¬ 
lands buses will operate on the 222 
route between Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal, Dudley and Brierley Hill. 

The slimline vehicles are designed 
to make manoeuvring around 
housing estates easier and quicker. 

They feature new technology, 
including announcements to alert 
passengers with visual and hearing 
impairments where the bus will be 
stopping next. The 222 service will 


also have distinctive green route 
branding, making it easier for cus¬ 
tomers to find and use it when 
making regular journeys to hospital 
appointments. The vehicles mark 
the start of a larger £10 million 
investment programme between 
National Express West Midlands 
and transport authority Centro. 

Centro is also installing new shel¬ 
ters and more real-time information 
displays along the route. The work is 
being funded from a £10m scheme to 
improve services in the region. 
Westfield, owner of Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre, has put in £1.5m.

Emergency 
crews HI for 
overtime is 
around £3m 


AMBULANCE staff in the region are clocking 
up nearly four weeks of overtime a year as 
demand on the emergency service continues 
to grow, new figures show. 

West Midland Ambulance Service’s 4,000 workers 
recorded a total of 554,705 hours in overtime last year - 


about 139 hours a year each, 
half times their hourly rate 
for the overtime, equating to 
around £3 million over a 
year. 

More than 90 per cent of 
the extra hours was shared 
between clinical workers 
including paramedics and 
call centre operators. 

The figures, obtained by a 
Freedom of Information Act 
request, showed that 
December and January was 
by far the busiest time for 
staff taking overtime. 

Chief executive Anthony 
Marsh said the service has 
faced an increase in call-outs 
compared with previous 
years. 

Over the festive period, 
the service was forced to 
cancel training of some staff 
and non-essential meetings. 

Help was also sought from 
St John Ambulance, which 
is employed on a commercial 
contract to assist para¬ 
medics. 

John Hawker, spokesman 
for the service, said: “Over¬ 
time is a necessary part of

working for an emergency 
service due to the unpre¬ 
dictable nature of the work. 

Around 21 per cent of the 
overtime that took place was 
in the two busiest months of 
the year, December and 
January. 

The trust uses overtime to 
ensure it is able to continue 
to provide a safe and effi¬ 
cient emergency ambulance 
service.” 

He said planned overtime 
was set up during periods of 
high demand, during bad 
weather or to cover sickness. 

Ray Salmon, regional 
organiser for Unison in the 
West Midlands, said: “The 
amount of overtime 
expected gets a mixed recep¬ 
tion from staff - some are fed 
up, some people just see it as 
part of their job. 

“It is one of the most diffi¬ 
cult jobs and it sees people 
working long hours, but 
people enjoy it for what it

Plans lodged to change 
Legion club into homes 


Proposals have been submitted to 
turn a fire-ravaged, former British 
Legion Club in Blackheath which 
had lain empty for years into new 
homes. 

Dwindling membership of Blackheath and 
Rowley Regis forced the 90-year-old branch 
to close the club in Powke Lane in November 
2011 and the remaining members had to 
relocate to the Robert Peel Pub in Rowley 
Regis. 

Under the plans submitted by developer 
John Newall the large building will be turned 
into three two bedroom flats and a single one 
bedroom flat with parking for residents at 
the rear. 

In a report to planning chiefs at Sandwell 
council the developer said: “The building is 
now in need of renovation and would greatly 
benefit from approval. 

“It is thought that due to the current 
climate and closing of so many similar facili¬ 
ties, the chances of the building reopening as 
a Licensed House is very unlikely. 

“So granting permission will ensure the 
continued use of this building. ” The building, 
still owned by the club, was nearly lost six 
years ago after a fire ripped through the 
building gutting it and leaving the club with 
a hard battle for survival ahead them. 

The branch declined to comment on the 
proposals for the flats or the sale of the build¬ 
ing. It is still involved in remembrance day 
parades and other local events. 

It holds its meetings every second Tuesday 
of the month at the Robert Peel at 8pm.

Motorcyclist, 47, in death 
crash was over the limit 


AN experienced motorcyclist was over the 
legal limit when he died after crashing into 
a wall, an inquest has heard. 

Richard Garfield, aged 47, was riding a 
Honda CBR 600 when he lost control on a 
left-hand bend on the A458 just outside 
Stourbridge. 

He skidded across the junction with Wol¬ 
laston Road and hit a boundary wall where 
he suffered serious injuries to his chest and 
head. He was pronounced dead at the scene. 

At an inquest at Cannock Coroner’s Court 
last week, South Staffordshire coroner 
Andrew Haigh was told Mr Garfield was 
recorded as over the alcohol drink drive 
limit after the incident, on August 12 last 
year. The level of alcohol in his blood was 
also above the drink drive limit. He was 


found with 115mg in 100ml of blood. The 
limit is 80mg. Mr Haigh also heard from col¬ 
lision investigation officer Mark Mould that 
Mr Garfield was on the wrong side of the 
road. He said: “I think also his ability was 
affected by the consumption of alcohol.” 

Mr Haigh, who ruled Mr Garfield’s death 
accidental, also said he would write to the 
Highways Agency to ask the location of 
chevrons on the bend be looked at. Mr 
Garfield’s wife Emma was at the hearing. 
She had been with the technical engineer for 
almost 25 years, but was separated. 

Mr Garfield had lived in Landsdown 
Green, Kidderminster. 

He was an experienced motorcyclist who 
had held a driving licence for nearly 30 
years.

Businesses 
disrupted by 
a spate of 
power cuts 


CARS were left stranded up on ramps and 
gym customers stopped in their tracks in a 
spate of power cuts on a Stourbridge indus¬ 
trial estate. 

Businesses on the Mill Race Lane estate, just off Stour¬ 
bridge ring road, have suffered at least three power cuts - each 
lasting several hours. Western Power Distribution has apolo¬ 


gised to the companies 
affected and pledged it is 
doing its best to repair an 
“intermittent fault” in an 
underground cable that is 
causing a sub-station fuse to 
keep blowing. 

But the power company 
warned there may be further 
cuts as engineers try to delib¬ 
erately cause the fuse to blow 
in an effort to discover the 
cause of the problem. 

“It’s been an absolute 
nightmare,” said Linda 
Hughes, receptionist at Body 
Wise gym, where dozens of 
members have had to be sent 
home or were unable to start 
their training sessions due to 
the loss of power. 

“We had members in the 
gym, the lights all went out 
and, on Friday morning, we 
couldn’t open our electric 
shutters because of a power 
cut the night before.” 

Ben Claridge, supervisor at 
Kwik Fit, said: “We’ve had 
vehicles stuck on ramps, and 
it’s cost us business, as well as 
inconveniencing our cus-

tomers.” Philip Battin, man¬ 
aging director of Tile Trend, 
said: “The disruption has 
been enormous - and I am 
now putting together a claim 
against Western Power Dis¬ 
tribution because it’s stopped 
our business. 

“We haven’t even been able 
to get the roller shutters up 
on our warehouse to deliver 
to customers.” 

At Kwik Fit, Mr Claridge 
said: “We had vehicles stuck 
up on ramps and missed out 
on quite a lot of business. 
Customers who needed their 
vehicles were inconve¬ 
nienced.” 

Mr Claridge and other 
companies affected had been 
speculating that work on the 
town’s new Tesco at the 
Crown Centre could have 
caused the cuts but Jocelyn 
Honeywood, spokesman for 
Western Power Distribution, 
said: “We do not believe the 
fault has anything to do with 
the work on Tesco.”

MURALS honouring two of Hale¬ 
sowen’s most famous sons will be 
painted in the town’s Cornbow Hall. 

They will pay tribute to poet William 
Shenstone, who designed The Leasowes 
park, and novelist Francis Brett Young. 

Dudley artist Steve Field has been asked 
to design a two-part mural for the main 
activity room at the hall. 

It will be unveiled in 2014 - a significant 
anniversary year for both of the writers. 

An art gallery will also be created in the 
theatre foyers as part of the work and will be 
used by local artists and art groups. 

Councillor David Vickers, who represents 
Halesowen South, has welcomed the project. 

“There are very important people in Hale¬ 
sowen’s history. Next year will be the 300th 
anniversary of William Shenstone’s birth 
and the 130th anniversary of the birth of 
Francis Brett Young and also the 60th 
anniversary of his death. 

“Cornbow Hall is the best used hall in the 
borough. There are 70 different groups 
which meet there so the artwork will be seen 
by a lot of people. 

“The art gallery will also be in demand 
and it’s a great way to recognise the achieve¬ 
ments of both men.” 

Funding for the work has come from a 
Section 106 agreement, which developers 
agree to pay to the council for public artwork 
as a condition of planning permission.

Mother dies 
from injuries 
suffered in 
fail off horse 


A MOTHER-of-two died of head injuries after 
falling from a horse, an inquest heard. 

Sedgley hairdresser Sharon Dodd, aged 39, was riding a 
friend’s horse along a track behind Himley Cricket Club 
when she lost control of her mount. She fell from the horse, 


called Max, and suffered a 
wearing a well-fitted helmet. 
South Staffordshire Coroner 
Andrew Haigh ruled her 
death had been a tragic acci¬ 
dent, as devastated relatives 
paid tributes. 

Mr Haigh ruled the main 
factor behind her fall was 
losing control of the horse. 
However, a loose stirrup and 
a knee problem she suffered 
with had also contributed, 
he added. 

After the inquest, Mrs 
Dodd’s husband Andrew, 
aged 42, said: “Her death 
devastated everyone who 
knew her. It was so tragic she 
died from doing something 
she loved.” 

The couple lived together 
in Waterdale, Wombourne, 
and had two sons Ben, aged 
19, and Max, seven. 

Mrs Dodd, who worked at 
Sarah Clarke Hair and 
Beauty Studio, Sedgley, 
spent four days in intensive 
care at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham but 
died during surgery to 
relieve pressure to her head 
on November 22.

Mr Dodd added: “Sharon 
was very popular and much 
loved. She was a fun-loving 
woman who was very family 
orientated. 

“It’s coming up to three 
months since she died, and it 
seems to have gone on for 
ever. It’s been so hard, not 
just for me, but for her sons 
too. Christmas just was not 
the same. 

“Now we have the chal¬ 
lenge of moving on, the 
inquest has offered us 
closure on the matter.” 

Detective Constable Adam 
Yates, who led the police 
investigation following Mrs 
Dodd’s death, told the 
hearing she had rode the 
horse after meeting his 
owner at stables in Himley 
with a view to helping her 
look after the animal. 

After riding the horse in 
the menage under the obser¬ 
vation of the owner, she 
started walking the horse 
along a track back to its field.

Testament to the two-wheelers 


PETER Bidmead reckoned he 
was born with two stroke motor¬ 
cycle fuel in his blood. 

Not only had he a collection of vintage 
motor bikes, but each day he travelled the 20 
miles to his works at Burton-on-Trent on his 
20-year-old l,000cc Ariel Square Four com¬ 
bination. 

“I just get a tremendous amount of enjoy¬ 
ment riding a bike. I suppose it’s in the 
blood,” said works manager Peter, of Mersey 
Road, Rugeley, in April 1978. 

To pass on his knowledge of bikes, Peter 
taught youngsters how to ride in an 
RAC/ACU motorcycle course at Fair Oak 
School, Rugeley. 

Supplying 

A search through the archives of the 
Chronicle ’s sister paper, the Express & Star, 
revealed many photographs about people 
and their two-wheeled modes of transport.

The story said the first hundred mopeds, 
which could do p to 25 miles before recharg¬ 
ing, had already been bought by Securicor. 

In 1967 Walter Edge was found outside 
his home in Hill Avenue, Lanesfield, Wol¬ 
verhampton, proudly astride his 1928 long- 
stroke Sunbeam that he used daily. 

Don Higham, of Aldridge, was pictured 
setting off for work on his 1925 Royal 
Enfield in September 1976. The Walsall 
recreation department landscape officer 
had bought it for £30 and spent five years 
restoring it. 

Mark Wells and Paul Handley, both aged 
16, were among Wednesbury mods saying 
“don’t blame us” after complaints about 
motorcycle gangs which were said to be ter¬ 
rorising people on estates in October 1983. 

Paul, of Kent Road, Woods estate, said: 
“It’s ridiculous to say our bikes are high 
speed. My scooter’s top speed is only 
25mph.”

Families mil straggle for 
the next decade warning 

MILLIONS of families might not 
see a return to pre-recession 
standards of living for another 
decade, a think-tank has warned. 

The Resolution Foundation said many 
low-to-middle-income households would 
never fully recover the ground they lost 
because of the prolonged economic down¬ 
turn. 

Even if typical earnings for such families 
were to rise by 1.1 per cent a year, the report 
calculated that would take until 2023 before 
they recovered to £22,000 a year at current 
prices - the equivalent of where they stood 
in real terms in 2008. 

Without the prolonged downturn, the 
report estimates that typical earnings could 
now be expected to stand at £27,500 a year. 

However, to reach that level over the next 
decade would require real terms growth of 
3.3 per cent-a-year - a figure the report 
described as “unattainable” based on 
current forecasts and past experience. 

The report defines low and middle income 
households as being of working age and 
relying primarily on their own earned 
resources but with incomes below the 
median for the UK. 

In practice, it means couples without chil¬ 
dren living on a joint income of between 
£12,000 and £30,000 or between £17,000 
and £41,000 for a couple with two children. 

On average this group has seen a 2.4 per 
cent cut in real incomes since 2009-10, and 
the report calculated that it would now take 
22 years for such households to save for an 
average deposit on a first time buyer prop¬ 
erty.

Passionate gardener, author and TV presenter 
Alys Fowler is among the latest recruits to one 
of the biggest garden shows in the Midlands 
DANNY FARRAGHER caught up with her while 
she was cycling home

ADOPTED Midlander Alys Fowler was almost predestined 
to spend her working life growing, eating or talking about 
gardening in general and vegetables in particular. During 
her childhood in Silchester, Hampshire she was inspired by 
her mother who lived the good life. 

“It all started when I was a kid, my mum is just an 
amazing gardener so it was a natural progression I suppose. 

I grew up in the garden with her and by the time I was 16 I 
just thought I would go off and train as a horticulturist. It 
is never occurred to me do anything else.” 

Alys, now aged 34, trained at Wisley, the RHS head train¬ 
ing ground in Surrey. From there she moved across the pond 
to the New York Botanic Gardens and then went on to do a 
three year diploma at Kew gardens topping it all off with a 
masters. It was while living and studying in the Big Apple, 
the author and TV presenter became involved in a move¬ 
ment which allowed locals to grow their own plants and 
food. “The NY botanic gardens are in the Bronx and I lived 
in the lower east side of 
Manhattan where all the 
community gardens are 
famously based. 

“The one I worked on 
didn’t grow food, you just 
have to imagine if you live in 
lower Manhattan there is 
one tiny park and nobody 
has any garden, so when you 
have no community space 
whatsoever you have to join 
a community garden. So it 
was more out of necessity 
they were born.” 

This adapting to your sur¬ 
roundings is a something 
Alys believes in deeply and 
has spent a great deal of time 
Alys is a successful author and ener §y writin S about

her experience in her Guardian newspaper column and 
through several books. 

“I live in the city, in south Birmingham so it kind of makes 
sense to talk and write about the thing you are doing which 
is living in a terraced house in a typical street, with a typical 
back garden and then try to fulfil my smallholding dreams 
in the city.” 

Just like her garden, Alys seems to have been planted 
where she could blossom and while she speaks of the Second 
City, which has become her home, with great affection it 
wasn’t her original intention to become an “honorary” 
Brummie. 

“I ended up in the midlands by mistake, but I liked it so 


much I stayed. I came up for a job at BBC Birmingham and 
I thought I would come for six months max. I told everyone 
don’t worry I’m only going to Birmingham for six months 
but six months turned into seven months, turned into eight 
months, turned into six years. I love Birmingham, I think 
it’s an amazing city. It’s a bit of a hidden gem which I know 
most people don’t go around saying that about Birming¬ 
ham. It’s got a really astonishing outlook as a city in that 
there’s a really good strong sense of community, people are 
really friendly; people are really open.” 

“The thing about Birmingham is it’s quite a spread out 
city. There are a lot of allotments, and so many people have 
their own back gardens. I suppose the issue here is really to 
get people to utilise their own back gardens rather than 
create community spaces, because if you get on a train from 
the city centre and head out you will see 101 back gardens 
with nothing more than a trampoline or a chair in them. 

“So I think there’s a resource there that can always be 
used, it’s not necessarily always about creating new 
spaces.” 

Enjoyable 

Alys also wants everyone to get to know the obvious 
profits of growing your own as well as the knock-on health 
benefits. 

“I think it’s an amazingly, enjoyable thing to grow your 
own food. You get really healthy - probably organic, if you 
choose to go down that road - food at a reasonably good 
price. You put in a lot of hours to get it. It’s not like it’s 
“free”, you have to work really hard but while you’re 
working really hard, you are outside enjoying nature, 
getting fit, doing something that’s genuinely pleasurable. 

“Growing food is a really lovely thing to do and you get to 
meet other people who are likeminded.” 

Her enthusiasm for what she does is infectious and she 
wants to pass on that passion to others. 

“I have never met someone who once they have got bitten 
by the bug has turned around and gone ‘nah I don’t get this’. 
You have that one early success, maybe it’s growing a basil 
plant, or you chuck a potato in the ground and eight weeks 
later you get 10. Whatever it is you get that tiny, early 
success and you just get bitten and you get it, and I guess 
it’s getting people to have a go at that early success that 
really matters.” Now Alys is among the newest recruits to 
one of the biggest and fastest growing horticultural shows 
around, the Edible Garden Show which is now in its third

year and dedicated to the very practises she is so passionate 
about. 

“There have been a lot of horticultural shows but they 
haven’t really been aimed at the ordinary grower, they tend 
to be old school, show your big veg type shows or they’ve 
been like Chelsea which is aimed at really a different kind 
of gardening. So it’s really exciting to go to a show where 
there are so many different things, products to learn about 
and people to hear talk and meet your fellow growers. 

“You spend all your time on your allotment working and 
so there is this time in the year where you can get to meet 
everyone else.” 

Alys will be there over the three days giving two talks a 
day on growing vegetables but her basic advice to anyone 
thinking of getting the gardening bug is simple 

“Start small and grow with your garden, don’t try to dig 
up the whole place. Do it bit by bit and learn to grow with 
the space. The number one rule with designing is you have 
to make sure your plants fit the space, or else you are on a 
ride to nowhere. That’s what kind of hard to dissuade 
people, they have a nice idea in their head that they want 
roses and jasmine and whatnot and they’ve got completely 
the wrong space for that. 

“Once you learn to love your soil and learn to love it for 
what it is and not try and change it like some bad boyfriend, 
you can find you can grow all sorts of good things.” 

Alys will be giving advice, tips and information along with 
a host of other experts at The Edible Garden Show, 
Stoneleigh Park, Warwickshire from March 15-17.

Guru helps 
bring tale 
of Desert 
Rat to life 

A WAR veteran’s story has 
been brought to book by a 
millionaire advertising guru. 

Alex Franks, an honorary member 
of Hednesford branch of the 
Staffordshire Regimental Associa¬ 
tion, was an ambulance driver with 
the 7th Armoured Division, The 
Desert Rats. He experienced every 
major battle of the North African 
Campaign from his indestructible 
Morris commercial ‘Blood Tub’ as it 
was known. 

Now aged 93, his story has been 
published by Trevor Beattie, who 
has funded trips to the French bat¬ 
tlefields for association veterans. 

The group hosted a book signing at 
its base in Anglesey Street which 
was attended by Mr Beattie, a 
former Wolverhampton Polytechnic 
graduate. 

He said: “Alex is a rare breed of 
hero and a born survivor. It’s an 
incredibly powerful piece of work.” 

Dossier 

Alex, who was brought up in 
Oldbury now lives in Wheaton 
Aston. The memoirs, called Noncom¬ 
batant, were dictated by Alex to his 
old comrade-in-arms, the late Tom 
Swallow after the pair met up in 
1987 for the first time since they 
were in a Russian concentration 
camp together. 

Then the Staffordshire Regimen¬ 
tal Association members sent them 
to Mr Beattie. 

Alex, who later worked for 
Albright & Wilson in Oldbury, said: 
“I’d wanted my grandchildren to 
know the story but I didn’t think it 
was good enough to be published.” 

The book took him a year to write. 
An initial run of 300 will sell for £20 
each.

THE WAY I SEE IT 

Cameron has played his role 
in cutting down EU budget 


Dudley South

I WENT to St John’s 
House to see Paul 
Maubach, Chief Exec¬ 
utive of the Dudley 
Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (CCG), for 
an introductory meet¬ 
ing. 

I was pleased to hear of the 
progress our local CCG has 
made since it replaced the 
Primary Care Trust. 

I also raised with Paul out- 
of-date local NHS websites — 
providing information to my 
constituents — set-up by the 
former PCT. 

Paul assured me all infor¬ 
mation will be corrected and 
we agreed residents can 
rightly expect to find compre¬ 
hensive local information on 
NHS.UK via the postcode 
search. 

Moving 

It’s good the CCG will 
shortly be moving into the 
Brierley Hill Health & Social 
Care Centre in Dudley South. 

I was delighted to visit 
Insight for Carers Service in 
Brierley Hill to help celebrate 
the charity’s first anniversary 
of operating from Insight 
House on Pearson Street. 

Then I met Lynette Cut¬ 
ting, Principal of Stourbridge 
College, at the College’s 
Brierley Hill campus for a 
briefing on the college’s pro¬ 
posed takeover by Birming¬ 
ham Metropolitan College. I 
also held a busy constituency 
advice surgery at Wordsley 
library. 

In the Commons I 
“heartily congratulated” the 


Prime Minister on his return 
from the successful Euro¬ 
pean Union budget negotia¬ 
tions in Brussels. 

What David Cameron has 
achieved in cutting the EU’s 
budget for the first time ever 
is truly historic and a superb 
achievement on behalf of all 
our taxpayers. 

Having defied a three line 
whip to vote for a real terms 
reduction in the EU budget 
last October, I am particu¬ 
larly pleased my vote — and 
the collective view of the 
House of Commons — 
strengthened and reinforced 
the PM’s negotiating position 
at the European Council 
where EU leaders settled the 
overall limit of EU spending 
for the next seven years. 

Working with like-minded 
allies we have achieved our 
goal of cutting the amount 
Brussels can spend. 

This is the first time ever 
these spending limits, or ceil¬ 
ings, have been cut. In every 
previous multi-year deal 
spending has gone up. 

The spending ceiling is the 
limit on the European credit 


card; it caps what the EU can 
spend over the next seven 
years. 

Annual budgets have to 
come in under this limit and 
whereas annual budgets are 
agreed by a qualified majority, 
this seven-year limit is agreed 
by unanimity, which is why 
this negotiation was so 
important. 

Framework 

Under the last seven year 
framework, which runs out 
this year, this credit card limit 
was £816bn (at the current 
exchange rate). 

This time the Commission, 
with the support of many 
other countries, wanted to 
increase it — to £855bn. 

Instead, we have achieved 
an agreement that it will be 
cut — to £785bn. This is 
£69bn lower than originally 
proposed. 

Rather than increase the 
budget limit by £39bn, we 
have cut it by £30bn from the 
ceiling agreed by the last gov¬ 
ernment. 

If we had not agreed a 
seven-year deal, we would 
have had to operate under 


emergency arrangements, 
which would be agreed by 
qualified majority voting. 

The new spending limit 
agreed is £52bn lower than 
what would apply under 
those emergency arrange¬ 
ments. 

Our aim was not simply to 
cut the credit card limit. We 
wanted to set the limit at a 
level that would deliver at 
best a cut in actual spending 
over the next seven years, 
and at worst a freeze. We 
have achieved a cut. 

If you take the latest com¬ 



ing at that level for the next 
seven years, you would have 
a spending limit of £806bn. 

Of course, the budget set in 
2012 — which Britain voted 
against — was in any case 
unacceptably large. 

The average of the last two 
completed years, 2011 and 
2012, is a tougher measure¬ 
ment. 

The agreement we have 
now achieved means, even if 
the EU spending goes right 
up to the maximum limit, 
spending would have to be 
below even that stricter level. 

This also means the EU’s 
seven-year budget will for the 
first time cost less than one 
per cent of the EU’s gross 
national income. 

The deal — the Multian¬ 
nual Financial Framework — 
also decided how the money 
for the budget should be 
raised. As usual, there were 
attempts to undermine the 
rebate. The PM rejected 
them. The rebate is wholly 
intact and uncompromised.

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Fears for childrens’sites 
in face of cash cutbacks 


A GRANT used for funding children’s 
centres in Dudley has been cut by the Gov¬ 
ernment, sparking fears over their future. 

There are 20 centres across the borough 
offering support and activities for young¬ 
sters and their parents. 

Dudley Council received a grant of 
£13.2million in 2012/13, of which £6m was 
used to fund the services last year but the 
Early Intervention Grant will be cut by 
£2.8m in 2013/14, which may mean cuts to 
children’s centre budgets. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton said changes 
would need to be made to help centres save 
money and could not rule out redundancies 
or closures. A consultation is now due to take 
place. One way the council is looking to save 
money is by reducing management costs. At 


present 15 of the centres are run by schools 
and the other five by an outside organisa¬ 
tion. Councillor Crumpton said the author¬ 
ity was looking at changing the management 
system which could see one manager being 
in charge of more than one centre. 

“These centres are extremely important 
but we’ve got to face these massive funding 
cuts. 

“We are looking at what we can do - can we 
provide other services there such as health 
services. I can’t say we won’t lose somebody 
in the centres or any of the centres.” 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of the 
council Tory opposition group, said he was 
against any changes to the centres and 
wanted them to be continued to be run in the 
same way. 


New chairman's challenge 


THE new chairman of Lye Com¬ 
munity Association is facing his 
first challenge - revitalising the 
town’s community centre. 

Abdul Qadus, aged 55, has just been 
elected chairman of the association and is 
now on the hunt for help and funds to redec¬ 
orate the building on Crosswalks Road. 

Mr Qadus, a former Lye and Wollescote 
ward councillor, said: “It has not been redec¬ 
orated for about five years or so and needs 
some painting and varnishing mainly. ” 

The Community Payback Scheme, which 
runs community service placements for 
those serving criminal sentences, has 
offered the labour but now Mr Qadus needs 
to find an estimated £600 for materials. 

He hopes a few local businesses might 
step up and offer a helping hand. 


He said: “It’s a beautiful community 
centre and was built in the late 1960s. 

“It’s well-used by groups, including the 
Active Age group, disabled learning and 
English for speakers of other languages. I’m 
determined to get the centre more widely 
used by the community and groups from 
outside the community as well, the churches 
and mosques, too.” 

Mr Qadus is also looking for six people 
who might be able to give some of their time 
as trustees for the community centre. 

The community centre, in Claycroft, Lye, 
was closed for a short period in 2010 due to 
a rat infestation. The community group’s 
AGM will be held next month. Mr Qadus 
said a date for the meeting would be con¬ 
firmed in the coming weeks. He said he 
hoped to discuss how to encourage the wider 
community to use the centre.

Work at the War Memorial Athletic Ground has seen the 
transformation of the pavilion to coincide with success on 
the field for the club, which plays in the Birmingham and 
District Premier Cricket League. 

Wooden flooring has been replaced. Work has also been 
carried out on new drainage systems, the umpires’ changing 
room, ceilings and toilets. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James helped with the final 
funding push for the urgent refurbishment of its changing 
rooms and shower area. She visited the club to meet chair¬ 
man Harilal Patel, who thanked her for her efforts. 

He said: “It was very important that we obtained the 
funding in order to keep the traditional pavilion up to stan¬ 
dard, which will be of great benefit to local young people in 
the future.”

Council officials said the site had been empty for around 
six years and the owners had co-operated with redevelop¬ 
ment.

B ruce Forsyth has earned the 
title ‘King of Saturday Night Telly’ 
- after all, he’s been hosting 
top-rated programmes at that time of 
the week for more than 50 years. 

He’s been an entertainer 
guaranteed to raise a smile since 
before many of us, and even our 
parents, were born thanks to hits such 
as The Generation Game, Big Night 
and, of course, his current smash 
Strictly Come Dancing. 

A few presenters have attempted to 
steal his crown, including Noel 
Edmonds, but they’ve fallen by the 
wayside. 

However, there is one duo out there 
that you suspect will take it one day - 
Ant and Dec. 

Not only are they extremely good at 
presenting the same kind of shows as 
Brucie, they’re excellent hosts in their 
own right with the kind of chemistry 
and charm money can’t buy. 

Those are facts ITV’s schedulers 
have clearly realised because they’ve 
made Ant and Dec almost 
omnipresent - it sometimes feels as if 
barely five minutes goes by before 
they’re back on the box.

height. 

But not everything they’ve touched 
has turned to gold. The second series 
of Red or Black never broke four 
million viewers. So what should ultra¬ 
successful TV presenters do following 
a flop? 

That’s right, go back to an old 
favourite, a surefire hit. And that, it 


seems, is what Ant and Dec have 
done by resurrecting their Saturday 
Night Takeaway. 

The last series was broadcast in 
2010, but we’re pleased to note that 
nothing seems to have changed in the 
intervening years - after all, why 
change a winning formula? 

So, expect to see members of the 
public trying to win the items featured 
in the ad break, as well as star 
performers in action. 

Robbie Williams is the first A-lister to 
appear. He will be providing a musical 
interlude as well as a surprise for one 
lucky member of the viewing public. 
While, Hollywood star Danny DeVito 
steps into the voiceover booth in the 
first edition. 

Although the star guests are a 
welcome sight, it’s the competitions 
that make this show so watchable - 
and although they could be accused 
of suffering from over-exposure, we’re 
looking forward to seeing them again.
